ently delighted to find that men heretofore regarded as honorable _« Wei" Ae 
have been engaged in unlawful acts. Indeed it is not too much to iy 
say that the greatest entertainment many thousands of magazine and 
newspaper readers have enjoyed in the last few years has been this 
exploitation of real, as well as merely alleged, misdoings on the part 
of corporations as well as individuals. All spectacular attempts at 
reform have been widely applauded, however ill-advised the remedial 
measures may have been, the one desire of the mob beine that the 
accused trust, railroad or politician be severely punished. The pub- 
lic attention has been thus so continually focussed on the seamy side 
of character that 1t seems as though the good in men has been in dan- 
ver of being overlooked. 

\ccording to the fashion of the moment, an ofhcial who was 
mainly instrumental in materially bettering municipal conditions 
in San Francisco was invited to cross the continent and give to a New 
York audience some details of the struggle democracy is having with 
graft. The topic was in kind like those that have been widely pub- 
lished since the era of muck-raking began, but the speaker in the 
course of his able talk struck a more hopeful note than usual, present- 
ing for the unqualified admiration of his audience certain citizens 





whose good deeds have been many and whose aid to the cause of 
reform has been incalculably great. There was the banker who 
although he desired a franchise refused to bribe officials to secure it 
and who furthermore gave from his private funds $100,000 to make 
his native city clean; there were the nineteen grand jurymen (all 
men of affairs) who gave without compensation five hours of service 
daily for seven months, and there was the high-minded lawyer who 
refused to appear for the accused officials, thereby losing a large fee 








and many cases. How much more inspiring is it to contemplate the 
acts of such a noble group of men, acting thus for the public good 
and at great personal sacrifice to themselves, than it is to bestow 
attention exclusively on the acts of degenerates who are centuries 
behind the ethical ideals of the day. 

The delight in the showing up and punishment of conspicuous 
offenders is by no means a creditable feeling, since it is based largely 
on vanity and jealousy, and the eagerness to punish, which is an 
especially human characteristic, is really an effort to assert superiority 

an insistence that a line be sharply drawn between the wrongdoer 
who has been found out) and the community. 

Vanity and vindictiveness, on the contrary, have no place among 
the sentiments inspired by the good deeds of noble men. The admir- 
ation that a Rudolph Spreckels compels from all decent people in- 
evitably leads to the question, “‘would I successfully stand such a 





test?” and such self-communing is wholesome. Here is a man of 
our day, subject to the influences of this generation, who nobly rises 
above temptation and suffers for the common good. Here is the stuff 
of which martyrs are made, and such as he, and the others of this 
noble group, who stood steadfastly for righteousness, are the main 
hope of a democracy. Dead in selfishness must be the man whose 








blood does not quicken at the recital of such heroism and who is not 
uplifted by it. Would it not be well if we all cultivated the habit of

‘This is the first and only instance 
in this city, of a co-operative mode of living in 
great elegance, and in corresponding exclusion. 
It affords, however, a basis for a practical co- 
operation upon a lesser line of expense, which 
would give to its members the desired home at- 
mosphere and the desired protection of a social 
entourage together with the privacy and exclu- 
sion which the best apartment-houses or hotels 
never will be able to afford, or can be expected 
to furnish, while catering to the public.

In our parterre 
boxes at the opera, night after night, we find all 
the members of one family and when there are 
outside guests—excepting, of course, the men— 
they are generally some very noted lioness or 
lion or some one who can return the compli- 
ment. There are a few matrons in New York 
who do not own opera boxes, but who are ex- 
tremely smart, and who dress exquisitely and 
whose jewels are famous. They have long 
been regarded as birds of passage in the sense 
that they have no permanent operatic abode, 
and they perch in regular rotation through the 
parterre in the boxes of the most eligible. But 
these are exceptions. Evening after evening, 
you will find that Mr. and Mrs. Von Corlears 
Marigold and the Misses Marigold, or the par- 
ents again with Mr. and Mrs. Marigold Kinder- 
hook—Mrs. Marigold and Mrs. Kinderhook 
are sisters and married cousins—occupied Box 92 
in the parterre—and the changes are rung with 
the aid of another Kinderhook and another 
Marigold, the season through. Lent nights and 
occasions of mourning are the only outlets for 
hospitality and then the boxes of the elect are 
sent around, generally, however, to some member 
of the family of the second set, not exactly a 
poor relative, and then again not clothed so to 
speak with the full light of the glory of the 
house. 

To ask new and startling guests each night 
of your opera box occupancy is to show that 
you are either a climber or that you need some 
bolstering up somewhere. It is not of the caste 
of Vere de Vere. 

When we look for real and genuine hospitality 
we must go to the provinces. And this selfish 
spirit is growing on us now, as we are coming 
to live more and more in hotels. We some- 
times wonder at our English cousins prolonging 
their town season and taking the trouble to 
open year after year their great houses and to 
keep them open, while they themselves will pass 
half the time in the country. But the solution 
of this problem is not difficult. For to English- 
men there is one town, and that is London, and 
one season. You never find them keeping 
open house in New York during the three months 
of the season here, or a month or more in St. 
Petersburg or such a time in Paris. In all 
other cities but their capital, they are mere 
visitors. They may have an apartment or they 
will go to hotels. A villa on the Riviera or in 
the south ig only a temporary place of abode and 
is not classed as town. But not a few Ameri- 
cans have several town seasons in a year, and 
after London in the late spring, they do not feel 
like going through another in New York in the 
winter.

NO ADEQUATE DEFENSE AS YET PRESENTED 


T is an interesting fact that the Harvard 
University Committee, which offered a 
prize of $300 for the best essay in defense 

of vivisection, received none that it considered 
worth of a prize. There was an excellent op- 
portunity for pro-vivisectionists to tell the lay 
world the best that could be said for their cruel 
experimentations, and one wonders that 
among those who uphold the torture of defense- 
less animals not one has come forward to write 
a convincing defense of the practice. Dis- 
tinguished physicians, both here and in Europe, 
are at pains to explain to the public by lectures 
and in booklets, the futility of all this frightful 
suffering to animals, and the public is beginning 
to take notice. If the practice can be defended, 
no time should be lost in presenting that side 
of the matter, as the army of lay unbelievers is 
growing at a rate never equaled before. 
AGGRESSIVE ANTI-CRUELTY WORK 
The propaganda for the suppression of vivi- 
section is carried on most energetically in Eng- 
land, one active organization being the National 
Canine Defence League, established in 1891, 
which has a membership of nearly 4,000, the 
vice-presidents including many men and wo- 
men of the nobility. Its activities include the 
preparation and presentation of bills and pe- 
titions to Parliament; blocking the source of 
supply of dogs for vivisectional purposes, the 
systematic enlightenment of the public as to 
atrocities committed in the name of science; 
the uselessness of animal sacrifices; looking out 
for unclaimed dogs that have been sent out on 
trains and the establishment of centres for proper 
districting, so that all the untoward abuses of 
dogs may be the business of a local some one 
to remedy. Public sentiment here is not suf- 
ficiently aroused at yet to support such an or- 
ganization as The Canine League, but the ef- 
forts of Mrs. William Badger and a group of 
devoted club women in New Jersey, are de- 
veloping such an agitation in the east on this 
subject as promises in the near future be 
crystallized into remedial results that will greatly 
lessen animal misery from vivisection. 
CARE OF BIRDS IN WINTER 
Feeding the birds in winter should be given 
to children as their especial philanthropy, and 
the wise mother or teacher can make this service 
of inestimable value in character-building. 
The Audubon Society has a quantity of litera- 
ture, some of it illustrated in color, which may 
be used to entertain as well as educate children, 
and if they are regularly providing food for 
birds, their pleasure in the work will be en- 
hanced. Older children can, of course, 
instructed as to the great economic loss en- 
tailed on the country in the destruction of bird 
life by the demands of commerce and the activi- 
ties of pot hunters.

GIVE THE ANIMALS WATER 

The amount of cruelty inflicted upon animals 
by depriving them of water is incalculable. Only 
a small proportion of those who keep pet in 
and out of cages appear to realize how much 
they require. 

UNCLEANLINESS OF COW STABLES 

In the agitation for pure milk that has been 
going on for the last year or two, little or no 
attention has been given to the dairy question 
from the anti-crueity standpoint. The filthy 
stable conditions that make for milk impurity 
the great discomfort and in- 
deed extreme misery to the cattle who are com- 
pelled to endure them. Dr. Charles Hunting- 
ton, professor of hygiene in the Harvard Medi- 
cal School, has published statements to the effect 
that testimony from all over the world, collected 
during the past few months, indicates that al- 
most everywhere the great majority of cow 
stables are kept in such a condition of filth 
as to be unfit for the production of milk. The 
premises are dirty and the cows, which are often 
diseased, are rarely if ever cleaned. Such con- 
ey call for aggressive work on the part of 
S. P. A.’s throughout the country, since the 
whet of neglecting the cleansing of cattle and 
of keeping them in filthy stables causes them 
great suffering. If the efforts of municipal and 
State Boards of Health to reform dairy 
ditions were reinforced by the work of the 
cruelty societies, dairymen would be 
quickly persuaded to mend their ways 
some instances the S. P. C. A.’s could als:

The agents of the Nova Scotia S. P. C. A., 
which was incorporated in 1880, are allowed 
by law to destroy any animal found at large, 
or in the possession of a person who is not 
properly caring for it, if in the judgment of 
two reputable citizens or in that of a veterinary 
surgeon it is injured, disabled or diseased past 
recovery, Or unfit for any useful purposes. A 
more unusual anti-cruelty regulation enforced 
by this society is that whenever necessary in 
order to protect an animal from neglect, any 
person may take possession of it. If an animal 
is confined for more than fifteen 
hours without food, water or proper attention, 
any person may enter the premises and supply 
the wants of the animal, or if moge convenient 
may remove it without becoming liable to any 
action for such entry. Dog fights, cock fights, 
overloading teams, over driving, under feeding,
